s time to time it has been the 
policy of this column to touch ex- 
clusively upon the music of one 
specific composer. Since the year 
1960 marks the one-hundred-fif- 
tieth anniversary of the birth of 
Robert Schumann, he will be the 
subject of our discussion for this 
month. Schumann's music marks 
one of the high-points of the ro- 
mantic school of music, which is 
another way of saying that its 
idiom is one of the most popular 
with modern music lovers. It falls 
entirely within the nineteenth cen- 
tury, by which time the art of 
orchestration had advanced to a 
high state, with the result that 
Schumann's music falls gratefully 
upon the ears. 

Schumann's biography was al- 
most “made to order” for those 
who are given to romanticism. It 
had all the requisites for good 
reading, including initial failures, 
aturbulent courtship with the wom- 
an who eventually became his wife, 
and increasing mental troubles that 
culminated in insanity. Throughout 
his life, Schumann showed an in- 
terest in literature as well as in 
music. In fact, he was one of the 
outstanding writers on music, hav- 
ing been the editor of a publication 
devoted to musical subjects. He 
had been enrolled as a law student, 
at the behest of his mother, but it 
was apparent that his main interest 
was in music, Even as early as the 
age of eighteen, incidentally, he 
was already haunted by fears of 
insanity. It was at this time, also, 
that he began to study the piano 
with one of the famous teachers of 
the day, Friedrich Wieck. Thus he 
made the acquaintance of the 
teacher's daughter, Clara, who was 
only nine years of age at the time, 
but who was ultimately to become 
his devoted wife. Schumann begged 
his mother to allow him to give up 
his study of the law and to adopt 


music as his profession. She, in

turn, asked Wieck about her son's 
prospects as a musician, and was 
told by the teacher that Robert 
could become one of the foremost 
pianists in three years, provided 
that he applied himself. It was 
agreed that the boy would be given 
a six-month trial period, as a result 
of which he went to live in Wieck’s 
own house. His promises to change 
some of his habits did not mate- 
rialize, though, especially in the 
matters of cigar smoking and drink- 
ing. He eventually became dis- 
satisfied with Wieck’s method of 
teaching. Other causes of difficul- 
ties between the two men stemmed 
from the teacher's opposition to the 
growing warmth between his daugh- 
ter and Schumann. This led to fric- 
tion which was to last for many 
years, and which eventually re- 
sulted in several court disputes. 

In his attempt to improve his 
piano technique Schumann created 
a mechanical device through which 
he injured one of the fingers of his 
right hand. This put an end to his 
hopes of a career as a pianist, and 
turned his attention mainly to com- 
posing. In 1840, after considerable 
unpleasantness on the part of 
Wieck, Clara and Robert were

the composition of songs. His out- 
put ranks among the greatest of all 
cuntributions to the romantic song 
literature, ranking with that of 
Schubert and Brahms. 

In the year following his mar- 
riage, Schumann turned to the com- 
position of orchestral works, the 
first of which was the first sym- 
phony, known as the Spring Sym- 
phony. lt was sketched out in four 
days, and orchestrated in three 
weeks. Its first performance was 
conducted by no less a personage 
than Mendelssohn. Another work, a 
Fantasie for piano and orchestra, 
was tried out at a rehearsal with

Clara as the piano soloist, and even- 
tually became the first movement of 
the now famous Piano Concerto. In 
this same year, Schumann worked 
on two more symphonies. 
Schumann and his wife made a 
practice of giving joint concerts 
she as piano soloist, he as com- 
poser and sometimes as conductor. 
But throughout their joint concert 
tour of Russia, he was subject to 
frequent fits of melancholy, partly 
as the result of his long-time tend- 
ency toward mental instability. De- 
spite the love and devotion of his 
wife. who was a tireless champion 
of his music, Schumann's mental 
state continued to deteriorate. The 
choir of which he was the condue- 
tor refused to sing under his direc- 
tion. In spite of his mental troubles 
and the increasing number of difh- 
culties in his relations with other 
people, Schumann's creativity con- 
tinued unabated. Eventually, after 
a suicide attempt, and despite the

Records show that the treatment worked—at 
least there is not one report of a patient who 
felt the need of a second treatment. 

Recent research projects have put to rest 
many long established “facts —actually myths 
-about sleep. But still there is little that mod- 
ern sleep experts agree on. Only one thing is 
certain, and it can be summed up neatly and 
almost absurdly: Human beings sleep better 
when they lie down. 


How much sleep do you need? 


Aristotle made one of his few unwise pro- 
nouncements when he stipulated: “Six hours’ 
sleep for a man, seven for a woman and eight 
for a fool.” The length of your night's sleep is 
a lot like the size of your belt. If it feels good, 
it’s right. 


Work out your own sleep formula 


The average sleeping time for adults is seven 
and a half hours. The fact that you can stay 
dead to the world for ten hours at a stretch 
doesn't mean you have to. Vary the length of 
your sleep for several days at a time, then see 
how efficiently you operated. Be honest. The 
right amount of sleep can stretch out your life 
two ways. You'll stay healthier and probably 
live longer. And, by eliminating even an hour 
of needless sleep each night, you'll add about 
three years of conscious activity over the aver- 
age life span. 


Sleep patterns irregular 


Tests show that sleep is generally deepest dur- 
ing the first part of the night, but it does not 
become progressively lighter toward morning. 
It oscillates. We go from a deep sleep to a light, 
dozing stage for ten or fifteen minutes, then 
plummet downward again. 


Can a man survive without sleep ? 


Nobody can tell you for sure how long you can 
g0 without sleep. A test group of laboratory 
animals lasted twenty days without food and 
water. Another group died after five days with- 
out sleep. 

A New York disc jockey recently hit the 
headlines with a marathon nonsleeping per- 
formance. He stayed awake eight and a half 
days, complained of a slight headache, then 


went to sleep for 13 hours and 13 minutes. But 
from tests made during the vigil, there is evi- 
dence that the disc jockey was actually grabbing 
sleep in 30 second snatches, with his eyes open. 

We know what happens to the body during 
sleep. The heart slows, blood pressure drops, 
blood vessels tend to dilate and the body cools. 
But for all the wisdom of modern science, we 
don't know whether these body changes are the 
cause or the effect of sleep. 


To sleep, perchance to dream 


Everyone is a dreamer. Some people just don't 
remember their dreams. Eye movements during 
sleep have given us strong clues about dreams. 
When a person is awakened immediately after 
showing rapid eye movements, he can invari- 
ably recall a dream. If he is allowed to sleep for 
five minutes or so after the movements stop, he 
frequently forgets all. Dreams occur about four 
or five times a night, we've learned, and last 
about fifteen minutes each. 

From all indications, the body is relatively 
motionless during the actual dream, except for 
rapid eye movements, But when you're not 
dreaming, twenty to forty changes of position 
are typical throughout the night. 


And so to beds 


There are some peasants in a place in Europe 
who sleep with a pad under their feet instead 
of their heads. Their feet work harder, they 
explain. Japanese are more thoughtful. They 
put pillows under their heads—but the pillows 
are wooden. 

In England, they sell a hydraulically adjust- 
able, electrically heated, mink-covered, tape- 


ding, vibre i tea-making, TV- 
equipped bed, and the blooming thing sells for

(1) Cost of the loan is $4 to $6 a year for each $100 bor- 
rowed, payable in equal monthly payments. Cost of the loan 
is eight to twelve percent.

(5) They are made mostly on the borrower's signature. 

(6) You can expect the bank's decision on your applica- 
tion generally within twenty-four hours. 

(7) Even a single bank loan, however small, will help you 
build up your “bank standing”—one of the most valuable 
assets anybody can have.

WHO RUNS OUR 
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PUBLIC SCHOOLS? _ By THomas B. 


Amid the great controversies con- 
cerning the free public education 
of our day, many people are asking 
the question: “Who actually runs 
our public schools?” People won- 
der who is vested by law with the 
continued and successful operation 
of this vital phase of our society.

Following are 
some questions to clarify some mis- 
conceptions about who actually is 
running our public schools and to 
test your educational 1.Q. 

Q. In whom does the Federal 
Constitution place the responsibil- 
ity for establishing free schools? 

A. In the individual states. 

Q. What disposition has practi- 
cally every state made of this re- 
sponsibility? 

A. By statute they have dele- 
gated this authority to local school 
boards made up of elected or ap- 
pointed members. 

Q. Are school board members 
classified as public officers? 

A. Yes. The courts without ex- 
ception have so classified board 
members, while invariably classify- 
ing city school superintendents as 
“employees.” 

Q. Can the school board mem- 
bers delegate the hiring of teachers? 

A. No. Courts in Missouri and 
other states hold that a public offli- 
cer cannot delegate any duties that 
are discretionary (that require the 
exercise of judgment). However, 
most boards de act upon the recom- 
mendation of their chosen execu- 
tive officer, the superintendent. 

Q. Who hires the city school su- 
perintendent? 

A. The school boards in 45 
states hire their superintendent. 

Q. Can a board member resign 
without possible liability? 

A. Yes. Courts have held con- 
sistently that any public officer 
(elected or appointed) has the 
right to resign at any time, since 
he serves without pay and is not 
under contract. 

Q. Can a city superintendent re- 
sigan under the same terms? 

A. No. Since he is held to be an 
“employee” and is under contract, 
he cannot without being liable. 

Q. Have there been movements 
to place the public schools under 
local city administrations rather 
than school boards? 

A. Yes, but with no success, At 
the turn of the century, there were 
only three major cities whose 


school systems operated in this 
manner—St. Paul, Chattanooga 
and Buffalo. Now each of these 
has changed municipal control 
back to that of board control. 

Q. Why is the school board com 
trol more popular? 

A. Because it is more successful, 
for two reasons mainly. It is free 
from ward politics and politicians 
and more financially stable when 
it is fiseally independent. 

Q. Have there been attempts to 
place school taxing powers under 
municipal control? 

A. Yes, but in practically every 
case, they reverted back to fiscal 
independence. New York is a good 
example of this. 

Q. Are school employees liable 
when a child is injured? 

A. This depends on the individ 
ual case; however, courts have con 
sistently held that a teacher is not 
liable when the child was at fault 
or no negligence appears. The 
courts invariably afford the teacher 
the benefit of the doubt. 

Q. How about corporal disci 
pline? Is it outlawed? 

A. Courts have held in most in 
stances that the teacher acts “in 
the absence of the parent,” and um 
less permanent damage or malice 
is proved there is no case. 

Q. The teachers’ lobbies have 
been called the most powerful in 
the nation. Is this true, and is it 
to the detriment of our schools? 

A. I teachers’ lobbies were reak 
ly powerful, wouldn't their salaries 
be higher than those of a truck 
driver? History bears out the faet 
that teachers themselves have ini 
tiated practically every good move 
ment in public school education 
not administrators or school boards 
or legislators. 

Q. Can school boards fire & 
teacher? 

A. Lf good cause is shown, but 
only then. Otherwise, the teacher 
may collect the balance of contract, 

Q. Are board members 
liable personally? 

A. Yes. A recent court decision 
held a school board personally neg 
ligent when they did not require @ 
customary bond from a contractot, 
and they had to “pay up.” 

Q. Can a school board make any 
rule it so desires? 

A. Strictly speaking, courts have 
held that school boards acting a8 
agents of government are to per 
form only those duties specifically 
delegated by statute.

just what chance you'd have of ob- 
taining one. One way of answering 
this question is with the simple 
statement that banks approve about 
90 percent of all applications for 
personal loans. But since this may 
still leave you wondering whether 
you'd be among the 10 percent who 
are turned down, here is a short 
quiz that will help you find out 
how you'd make out. 

According to the American Bank- 

ers Association, the three key ques- 
tions banks are concerned about 
when you come for a loan are: 
1. Will you have any trouble 
meeting the monthly pay- 
ments out of your present 
income? 

Two yardsticks are commonly 
used by banks in deciding whether 
you have sufficient income to carry 
the loan comfortably. One specifies 
that monthly payments on the new 
loan, together with those on other 
installment obligations, excluding 
mortgage payments, should not 
generally exceed 15 to 20 percent 
of your monthly income after taxes. 
The other, which has to do with the 
total amount of your installment 
debt. stipulates that this total usual- 
ly should not run more than one- 
fourth of your yearly after-taxes in- 
come. 


2. Is your present income® 
likely to continue until the 
loan is paid off?

The Case of the Puppet Marriage 


The Case: There were six star performers in the familiar drama 
unfolding in the counseling office. Two of the principals were David 
and Judith Sheldon (as we shall call them), an attractive young 
couple who had come to the Family Service Agency as a result of 
their lawyer's attempt to save the marriage. Another two, unseen 
but felt, were a well-meaning, middle-aged couple—Judith’s parents. 
The remaining two, also very much in evidence though off-stage, 
were David's mother and father. 

The senior Sheldons were sophisticated, well-educated people, 
who were undoubtedly familiar with psychology-book histories of 
children tied to parents’ apron strings; but, like many people who 
read such books, they had seen certain passages through dark- 
colored glasses, never recognizing their own symptoms. The mar- 
riage of David, their only child on whom they had lavished all their 


attention, created a vacuum in their lives. 
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David's young wife Judith came from a somewhat less pretentiogg 
social and economic background. While the Sheldons did not exaetly 
reject her, Judith was nevertheless subjected to some pretty auster 
treatment. Their attitude toward her, though not hostile, subtly 
implied Judith’s deficiency as a wife and mother. At the dinner 
table, they often discussed topics about which she knew little @ 
nothing, thereby excluding her from the conversation and creating 
a “Sheldon family front.” 

“Do you really think the children should wear blue-jeans?” Mm 
Sheldon would ask, implying David's children were above blue- jeans 
and at the same time pointing out Judith’s lack of taste and ip 
eptitude at dressing them. The double-edged sword was ever-present, 
and although it was never wielded with overt malice, it had fap 
reaching effects: Judith became more and more aware of the taw 
bond which existed between David and his parents and realized that 
she herself was held apart. 

David, on the other hand, loved Judith, but when you marry at 21, 
it doesn’t seem right to tell your parents to “mind their own bus 
ness.” Also, he was a bit frightened, having been lavishly supported 
all his young life, to find himself solely responsible for rent, food 
and clothing for a family of his own. They had not planned to hav 
two children in such close succession, and probably could not haye 
managed without his parents’ help. Then, too, questions from his 
mother like “David, are you sure you can manage all right?” ip 
creased his anxiety and kept the apron strings securely knotted, 
As a result, emotionally, part of him was still under the wing and 
dictum of his parents. 
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Judith’ mother and father sided 
with Judith in every dispute, 
though they were more reluctant 
to expre-s their opinions (perhaps 
because they could not contribute 
material things). They did not 
tell her how to manage her chil- 
dren, as did David's parents, but 
they were anxious to compete in 
her behalf and developed some 
sniping techniques of their own. 

They constantly urged Judith 
to show more “backbone” and to 
stand up to the Sheldons. Because 
they were at a loss to handle the 
situation diplomatically, they saw 
only one solution—a clean break 
with David's family. It never oc- 
curred to them that another solu- 
tion could be worked out. 

Judith and David 


were tossed from one emotional 


Obviously, 


peak to another. Like puppets, 
they acted only when their par- 
ents pulled the strings. Quarrel 
followed quarrel, and David per- 
sisted in turning to his mother 
and father for advice. 

The Counsel: It was not sur- 
prising when Judith showed up at 
the Family Service Agency look- 
ing for help. At first, she came, 
alone, but after several visits, she 


persuaded David to go with her. 


He was not ready, that first time, 
to admit he needed help, but he 
did agree they needed advice 
about their four-year-old son, who 
was having trouble getting along 
with other children. 

Basically, Judith was a “house 
divided”: she loved David and 
wanted to keep her home intact, 
but she sensed that this could not 
he done without effecting major 
changes. Under the 
guidance, she gradually became 


caseworker's 


aware of her own insecurity and 
its effect on her marriage. Fearful 
that David's parents would usurp 
his affection and 
from his own family, and fright- 
ened by what she felt his parents 
expected of her, Judith herself 
had become as great a pressure 


alienate him 


on David as his mother and fa- 
ther. Nor had she realized to what 
degree her own family heightened 
their difficulties and made the sit- 
uation seem all the more insur- 
mountable. She began to appreciate 
the difficulty of David's position. 

At this point, the counselor sug- 
gested joint interviews, giving each 
an opportunity to voice grievances 
before the other, The caseworker’s 
skillful use of the interaction be- 
tween them quickly brought their 


problems to the surface, and with 
them, the realization that neither 
had paused to figure out exactly 
what the basic problem was, as 
opposed to the immediate dispute. 

Now, having progressed beyond 
the child-like “complaint” level, 
they began discussing how to con- 
duct themselves with their respec- 
tive parents. It was a relief to 
both when they discovered they 
could retain their filial loyalty 
and affection, and yet be firm in 
making their own decisions. 

Further, they realized that they 
had both remained children emo- 
tionally, and it was therefore 
quite natural that their parents 
should have continued to think 
of them as children. 

Did they always sit and listen, 
the counselor asked them, or had 
they attempted to express their 
own opinions to their parents? 
Had they ever calmly asked their 
parents to bear with them and 
trust them while they learned to 
become self-reliant adults? Judith 
and David admitted they had 
made no attempts in this direction. 

The Result: Six months of coun- 
seling brought about gradual 
changes in the young Sheldon 
family. Their new-found assertive- 


ness, though sometimes clumsy, 
slowly began to work improve- 
ments. They helped each other to 
find confidence. At times, David 
felt ineapable of coping with his 
parents or could not find the 
words to express himself. On these 
occasions, Judith, who no longer 
thought of him as weak, stepped 
in and made an effort to gain 
their understanding. When Judith 
proved capable of speaking up 
successfully, David summoned the 
courage to assert himself. He no 
longer would allow the senior 
Sheldons to speak against his 
wife. When they were together, 
he tactfully steered the conversa- 
tion to inelude Judith. 
plans or decisions were required, 
David discussed them first with 
Judith, and then they both talked 


them over with their parents. 


If new 


Their growing confidence and 
respect for each other, and the 
resultant harmony of their home 
life gradually helped resolve their 
problems. Their parents recognized 
them as adults, capable of run- 
ning their own lives.

of children whom their blindly loving parents believe are gifteday 
Being a substitute teacher has put me in the unique position of being 
neither fish nor fowl, but endowed with the qualities of both. Par 
ents, feeling less intimidated, speak to me more freely than they 
would to regular teachers and principals. Teachers consider me one 
of their own and so confide to me their frank opinions about both 
parents and children. I, the mother of two boys, have taught im 
every grade from kindergarten through high school and so have 
observed children of all shapes, sizes, ages and mentalities. I have 
read reports and listened to lectures. I have discussed it with edu 
eators. The one conclusion at which | have arrived is this: The 
schools, perhaps goaded by accelerated interest in the gifted child, 
are taking enormous steps toward identifying and educating these 
children. Their parents are not. 


As a parent, I am willing to agree that other people’s children are 
not as smart as their families would have us believe. But my boys 
are! As a teacher, | reluctantly concede that, alas, my two are nice, 
average children, but not quite as bright as their father and I fondly 
hoped. I must hasten to add that there are many, many gifted and 
talented children. | am impressed with this fact more each day. 
Surely they seem much smarter than we, their parents, were at their 
ages. (Some seem much smarter than we are now.) This is the crux 
of the situation. We parents are not a little awed by this precocity. 
Perhaps television, movies, recreational facilities, better travel ac 
commodations and all the other modern stimuli have a great deal 
to do with their increased general knowledge. But wherever they 
got it is irrelevant; the point is they have it. 


Anyone who teaches soon notices great variations among pupils in 
every phase of learning; just as parents see differences in their own

We complain, yet we are at fault because we have failed to cultivate 
our judgment. Some people, happily, have the rare gift of being invariably right 
in matters of taste, but since many do not, the battle is not yet quite won, nor 
will it be until we have learned how not to buy & pig in a poke. 


As we all know, the secret of & wise investment is knowledge, and the 
wonderful thing about that talent is that it can be acquired by studying and observ~ 
ing until finally we are able to separate the wheat from the chaff. No one can 
possibly vote intelligently for anything or anyone without knowing to the best of 
his ability exactly what he is voting for, and the day we all cast our ballots with 
awareness and integrity will be the day when inferior design disappears. Why? 
Because no one will want it.

Abraham Lincoln once remarked that, like the old Dutch farmer, he saw no reason for swap- 
ping horses in the middle of the stream. A great many people agreed with him then, and do 
now, and there is no better example of the philosophy than the straight ticket, a form of 
balloting denoting utter devotion to one party. Its followers all know how “not to swap” 
at the polls, just as in the home, the same singleness of purpose is evidenced by an unswerv- 
ing devotion to one style or period. There is no wavering in point of view, no adulteration 
of a chosen treatment. As a consequence, straight ticket decorators rarely err: they are 
protected from the square peg in the round hole simply because all their pegs are round. 
There are, of course, as many ways of voting a straight ticket as there are kinds of furni- 
ture, rugs, fabrics and accessories, but never, in a simon-pure example, are the traditional 
sheep permitted to graze with the contemporary goats. Since the traditional aspects of this 
approach are dealt with elsewhere, the rooms on the next few [Continued on the next page | 
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pages are strictly contemporary in tenor. Generically, they are as 
“straight” as dice; no changelings hide among them, and above all, they 
illustrate the kind of design in furniture and the related arts that is 
sealed to the modern home and geared to the kind of living that takes 
place in it. And although there has been a great deal of quibbling over 
the word contemporary, no one has come up with a better definition than 
the word’s true meaning, which is simply “of the times.” We forget that 
Queen Anne furniture was contemporary in its day, and so was the work 
of the Shakers. Our contemporary furniture is as much a part of today’s 
living pattern as those highly intricate studies in design, the airplane and 
the automobile. At its best, it is distinguished work, and like the best

One of the reasons for interior design being so fascinating a subject is its prodigious 
malleability.

ear after year, flowering shrubs shower the whole outdoors 
with great sweeps of bloom, with fragrance, with interesting berries 
and flowers by the armful. Gathering the abundant and varied blos- 
soms is almost the only pruning needed. If time and space are limited, 
with these and no other flowers, you can still live in the midst of a 
garden, with never a care and never a chore; their maintenance and 
upkeep are almost nil. Flowering shrubs are the ideal garden material 


for a man who prefers his garden more of a noun and less of a verb. 


Like trees, they are basic, hardy, self-sustaining. They bloom the first 
year you plant them, and annually thereafter. And how varied are 
their uses! Next to the house, flowering shrubs soften angular lines 
while their fragrance drifts in the open window. They form a splendid 
background for a flower border. Some make fine hedges and sereen 
plantings, and always large, extravagant bouquets (some even in win- 
ter): great sweeps of spirea tangle with flowering quince, long grace- 


ful branches of pussy willow reaching the ceiling, or one huge magnolia 


floating in a bowl on the dining-room table. 


Be a specialist and concentrate on the one sort. Grow a lilac hedge. 
a bank of forsythia, a wall of mock-orange, or a swoop of fire-thorn. 
Or use flowering shrubs as a small special corner feature: one kerria 
with blue grape hyacinths, two mock-oranges with scilla and tulips 
nearby; three viburnum Carlesii and Virginia blue bells on the shady 
side. You can also mingle several together in a border along your drive, 
at the boundary line of your land. A tangle between you and your 
neighbor gives you beauty, fragrance and privacy. Lilac, viburnum 
Tomentosum, butterfly bush and laburnum—all make a fine thicket 
and carry the blooming period through many weeks in soft shades of 
lavender, yellow and white. If your plot is really tiny, grow a single 


specimen for one dramatic accent. Let this be your prima donna. 


Among the first shrubs of spring is the familiar pussy willow (Salix 
discolor—12 feet) which, sometimes as early as February, shows glints

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Parsley: the greenery 


By LELIA CARSON COX 


I was first convinced that parsley was good to eat when, at 


the age of eight, I mixed a great handful into a mud pie. 
The first pungent bite—mud and all—electrified my taste 
buds with its unutterably fresh, sweetly sharp flavor, and 
I've been a parsley-phile ever since. Yet the French are the 
only ones who have really done anything about parsley. 
They cook with it: we only play with it. A modern cookbook 
cautions: “Use parsley with practically everything, but with 
restraint.” Why? Has anyone ever made a case for using it 
with a splendid degree of un-restraint? 

Not for me these “garnish with parsley” directions. I use 
it by the spoonful, the cupful and the mvo-cupful. As the 
French do, I drop it in deep hot fat until it is slightly crisp, 
drain it, sprinkle it with salt and serve it to be nibbled with 
an elegant roast. With two good handfuls, I can produce a 
cold parsley soup that tastes like springtime. Often, I chop 
an immense clump of it and stuff a sea bass, and I use it, 
finely minced, in pancake mix to turn out thin, mint-colored 
cakes as a base for creamed chicken or seafood, or to be 
rolled around thin smoked-salmon slices and drizzled with 
sour cream as an appetizer. And it’s the rare scrambled egg 
that comes to our breakfast table without benefit of the 
gourmet’s inimitable greenery. 

For so pungent an herb, parsley is deliciously well-bred. 
It blends into any background—a wonderful complement to 
meats, vegetables and fish. It’s not expensive and it takes 
up very little room in the refrigerator. It’s in supply the year 
round, and it keeps almost indefinitely. 

Wash it leisurely in several cold baths, chop off the 


coarsest stems, then shake it thoroughly until it’s as dry as 


possible and stuff it into a clean glass jar. Let it stand 10 
minutes, then drain the jar (as long as you keep it, there 
will always be a little excess water), close it tightly and put 
it into the refrigerator. If you keep it well-drained, the 
parsley will last for weeks. If you like, you can also dry it. 
Simply put it on a rack in a very slow oven and dry it until 


brittle. Then keep it in a tightly sealed jar for future refer-

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ence. Before using, soak it in warm water for 15 minutes. 

One word about chopping: I've used mincers, graters, 
grinders, a Mouli (a French contraption), scissors and 
knives, but the best method of all is via the small wooden 
howl and a wooden-handled, curved steel blade. You chop 
by hand, and the result is perfection.

children. Differences are dealt with in such a way that pupils will 
progress in accordance with their capacities to learn. The highly 
gifted, the mentally retarded and all degrees in between are identi- 
fied by achievement tests, intelligence tests and teachers’ observa- 
tions. After this, the students are assigned to different sections of a 
given grade. The top students then might be given enrichment 
projects and encouraged to go on as far as they are able. Then, too, 
in many places there are special classes for the least able, and in 
several cities, for example, Cleveland, Ohio, there are special classes 
for the most able. New York City’s Hunter College is devoted to 
these able children. Thus, the schools are trying in every way to 
recognize and provide for the brightest as well as the slowest. Their 
job is not an easy one, but the effort is being made. 

It is a cold, hard fact that a teacher has limits in time, strength 
and endurance. We cannot expect her to give up her sleep, home-life 
and recreation in order that Johnny get every single thing that we 
think he needs. Providing for differences very often becomes the 
life-consuming and nerve-racking job of correcting papers and note- 
books, evaluating the worth of enrichment projects, planning for 
future individual betterment programs, as well as checking exercises 
and tests and planning the next week's assignments. The teacher 
is a human being with her own abilities and frailties, and not an 
all-powerful, all-knowing, all-seeing automaton that runs on and on 
and on into infinity. Truly her task is not an easy one. And we par- 
ents are not helping. We insist that Johnny is far smarter than any- 


one else in his class. We have told Johnny so over and over. We 
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have pounded teachers’ desks insisting that he be placed in the very 
top group or that he be retested to establish his superiority. We have 
complained to principals and superintendents about brave teachers 
who have placed Johnny just where he belonged. We have nagged, 
bullied and badgered the child until he cringes at the very word 
“learning” and does all in his power to stifle his own abilities and 
aptitudes. Isn't it as bad to tell Johnny that he is smart, as it is to 
tell him that he is dumb? We are horrified at the story of Thomas 
Edison, whose stern headmaster hung a sign around his neck, tell- 
ing him, his parents and the world that he “should have his head 
examined.” But isn’t it likewise deplorable to proclaim to Johnny, 
his teachers and anyone who will listen that he is exceptionally 
gifted and anyone who thinks and acts otherwise “should have his 
head examined”? Some parents seem to have this attitude. 

There is a difference between the talented child and the genius. 
There is no particular provision made for the genius. And if, as so 
many doting parents would have us believe, there were great hordes 
of geniuses, something would have to be done and done quickly. 
But there are very few who are so exalted. | realize that the differ- 
ence between talent and genius is quantitative, but it is also quali- 
tative. Genius shows itself as a power which is imaginative, creative 
and spontaneous. Genius rises above directions. I have had the 
privilege of knowing one young genius. (He was not in my family!) 
He was self-acting. He pursued knowledge. When he was nine years 
old he was able to find, read, understand, explain and elaborate 
on a college physics text. Amazing, but true. And rare indeed. Most 
of us have read about such men as Da Vinci and Goethe, and in 
our own time, Albert Einstein. [Continued on page 164]

lilacs for a different reason. If 
lilac buds were plentiful, there 
would be an abundant harvest on 
pears, apples, peaches and plums. 

For myself, | find nothing to 
equal the seent of white lilacs be- 
fore breakfast when the dew is on 
them. Bury your face in their cool 
wetness—I would grow them for 
this attribute alone. 

You can plant lilacs almost any- 
where, entirely forget them, and 
they will grow and be lovely. 
There are, however, a few tricks 
for a special abundance of flow- 
ers. Set them in open sites, in 
rich, neutral to alkaline soil in 
full sun with lime and manure. 
Feed in April. 
pulverized lime, 


Lilacs like lime, 
bone meal, lime- 
stone chips and wood ashes. Mix 
several shovels full of rotted ma- 
nure in the hole when you plant. 
Most lilacs you buy are grafted, 
and these should be planted six 
inches deeper than they grew. If 
not grafted—three inches deeper. 
Uccasionally, cut some of the old 
branches to the ground to keep 
them vigorous, and 
kers.

To grow a lilac hedge, 
set bushes four or five feet apart, 
and never prune. For an appeal- 
ing corner planting, use philox 
divaricata, candytuft and aubrieta 
around their bases. 

When spring is really here, the 
magnolia (Soulangeana—25 feet) 
flowers unfold from gray nubbly 
twigs.

Large, exotic, purple out- 


appearance, they have a delicate 
fragrance. They smell the way 
lemons make you feel—fresh and 
cool. Though of Asiatic origin, 
they thrive here—preferring rich 
and porous soil. The best time to 
transplant them, strangely enough, 
is when they are in flower. The 
delicate roots will best survive 
bruising when in the midst of 
growing. Likewise, prune in the 
growing season. 

In early June, the double-file 
viburnum (Viburnum tomentosum 
—7 feet) unfurls great flat plates 
of flowers. The horizontal branches 
are covered with a perfect mosaic 
of blossoms with spidery sun- 
burst centers. When fully out, they 
completely obliterate the shrub 
and resemble a fall of snow. Fine 
berries and autumn color. 

The flowers of mock-orange 
(Philadelphus virginalis—4 wo 8 
feet) smell like pineapples grow- 
ing in the sun. Large, small, 
double and single, they make 
graceful bouquets. In Indian coun- 
try, the straight new shoots of the 
mock-orange were avidly sought 
by the young women. Being light

in weight, they were woven into 
excellent back cradles for carry- 
ing children. Indian hunters used 
them for arrow shafts. 

The ingenious chiefs also used 
mock-orange for both pipes and 
stems. They cut a six- or eight- 
inch piece from the bottom of a 
shoot where it widened out. How 
did they clean out the pith with- 
out breaking it? By imprisoning 
the grub of a beetle in one end. 
With backward escape impossible, 
it ate its way through the soft 
pith to the other end. The stem 
was thus hollowed, with the wider 
end ready to be tobacco-stuffed. 

About half a 
Reginald Farrer discovered the 
butterfly-bush (Buddleia alterni- 
jolia—®8 feet) in Kansu, China. 
Every June this delightful shrub 
becomes a purple waterfall of

June, they also continue the rest 
of the summer and attract myriads 
of butterflies, especially in late 
autumn—hence the name. 

Meadowsweet (spirea—4 feet) 
came to us originally via the 
Himalayas. From English gardens 
comes the variety Arcuta, a fool- 
proof, hardy sort. Give it sun, rich 
loam, moist location, and in June 
it will be transformed into a 
tumbling mass of white flowers. 
The mahogany-red seed pods in 
July are equally attractive. A 
wicked young woman so beguiled 
St. Peter with several sprays, so 
runs the tale, that he inadvertent- 
ly let her slip into heaven. Mead- 
owsweet was also a Middle Ages 
“strewing herb,” and Queen Eliza- 
beth’s favorite. 

The Rose of Sharon (Hibiscus 
syriacus—10 feet) originally from 
Syria, suggests the great hibiscus 
flowers of the tropics with its 
large blooms that appear in Au- 
gust and continue forming off and 
on until frost. Give it full sun, 
well-drained soil. It needs no 
pruning, attracts no bugs, makes 
a fine hedge. The flowers of the 
newer varieties are like large 
saucers, and nearly five inches 
across. They are white, splashed 
with red, blue and deep scarlet. 

There are three wild shrubs to 
include for special reasons. The 
first is the rugosa rose (Rosa 
rugosa—6 feet). This stiff shrub 
with dark-green, deeply-veined 
leaves is completely buried be- 
neath huge, fragrant single pink

or white flowers, each with clusters 
of yellow stamens. In June, on 
Cape Cod, the area for miles is 
sweet with the blossom’s scent. In 
September, round orange hips 
form to decorate the bush until 
frost. Pick, add a little water, and 
boil these into juice, strain out 
skins and seeds, freeze or seal in 
jars. All winter, add this very rich 
esence of Vitamin C in small 
quantities to your morning juice. 

Surrounding the small ponds on 
Cape Cod and all up and down the 
coast from Maine to Florida grow 
the sweet pepper bushes (Clethra 
alnifolia—\0 feet). The fragrance 
of the erect racemes of white 
flowers in July and August makes 
swimming in those blue ponds a 
pure delight. 

In June and July, the elderberry 
(Sambucus canadensis—8 to 10 
feet) produces huge, flat flower 
heads—each a cluster of tiny 
white florets. Blue-black berries 
ripening in late summer hang dra- 
matically on the shrub. Cut off a 
head and turn it upside down in 
the soft batter of a griddle cake 
while it is sizzling on the griddle. 
The berries slip off and, presently, 
when you turn the cake, you have 
incorporated into it a flavor that 


mingles well with butter and sirup. 

There are two flowering shrubs 
we love for reasons other than 
flowers. First, the bayberry (bay- 
berry Myrica Pennsylvanica—3 to 
5 feet) because of its resinous 
waxy berries in the fall, because 
you crush a leaf anytime for a 
refreshing pungent scent. Bay- 
berry thrives in hot, dry, sandy 
soil where nothing else will. Clip 
to the ground now and then for 
fresh growth. In New England, 
aromatic bayberry candles are an 
industry. You can make your own. 
One pound of juice makes four 
ounces of wax. Steep the berries 
in boiling water, when cool, skim 
off wax. Melt this and dip a wick 
up and down in it until it is as 
thick as you desire. 

Sweet fern (Comptonia pere- 
gina—4 feet) adapts to high 
mountains, to hot, sunny, dry 
sandy areas and grows on sterile 
roadsides. When you transplant 
(fall or spring), cut way back so 
all you really move is root. Crush 
a leaf for a magnificent seent- 
an odor that is the essence of sun 
on pines, evergreen woods and the 
salt sea. In noon sun or in rain, 
you don't even have to crush—the 
scent drifts everywhere. 


September is a fine time to 
plant all these flowering shrubs 
(except for magnolias), and gives 
them opportunity to settle before 
winter and to prepare for spring 
blooming. Dig a hole large enough 
for the roots to spread out. Most 
shrub roots grow downward at a 
slight angle from the horizontal, 
so set each in its hole on a slight 
mound. If balled, loosen burlap 
and spread out. Leave them in the 
hole to rot away. Fill in carefully 
around roots and water. Leave a 
slight depression on the ground 
surface for further watering, and 
level this before winter, lest frost 
settle. A six-inch mulch of hay 
around newly-planted shrubs holds 
in moisture and is desirable. 

Most all flowering-shrub prun- 
ing is done as you pick the blooms. 
If you never did any more, they 
would still thrive. But if you de- 
sire further shaping, do it immedi- 
ately after the flowering period. A 
great number want their centers 
open to sun and air, Prevent them 
from growing into a thick, compact. 
solid mass (unless, of course, you 
are growing a hedge) and take out 
old, thick wood right down to the 
ground. If kept in the form of 
loose, arching sprays, each branch 
bears more flowers. This is espe- 
cially true of Japanese quince, 
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forsythia, Seotch broom, kerria, 
lilacs, mock-orange, butterfly bush, 
meadowsweet, rosa rugosa, sweet 
pepper, elderberry, bayberry. 

One of the joys of these flower- 
ing shrubs is the fact that you can 
force them indoors. Rather than 
think we force them, however, I 
prefer to think that if we give 
them a congenial indoor spot, they 
give us a bonus of extra flowers. 

Beginning with pussy willows in 
January, most all of these bloom 
indoors soon thereafter. Trim off 
long branches on a melting, sunny 
day, or after a warm spell. Soak 
overnight in the bathtub, or if the 
family protests, spray with warm 
water and set in a light but 
net sunny spot. In ten days, for- 
sythia begins to show hints of 
yellow. Lavender lilacs come out 
pure white and miniature, as if 
you were looking at them through 
the wrong end of field glasses! 
Each sort does something interest- 
ing, and gives you a most welcome 
preview of spring. 

Whether you grow one or a 
dozen, what year-round joy is 
gained from flowering shrubs! The 
fire-thorn’s berries are just passing 
when the pussy willow and for- 
sythia give you indoor blooms. 
And then all spring breaks loose 
when the show outside begins.

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Ii you’re on the move [Continued from page 161] 


should never be packed in cartons containing food of any kind: the 
odor alone will cause food spoilage. To prevent spilling, corks and 
stoppers of used medicine and cosmetic jars and bottles should be 


sealed with masking tape before placing them in cartons. 


Throughout packing, always use sturdy cartons and containers— 
preferably with the covers still intact. Always pack the heaviest 
articles on the bottom, the lightest on top. Pack all containers as 
compactly as possible with shredded paper pressed gently, but firmly, 
around each article. If possible, pack all parts of the article in the 
same carton. Label each container with an identification sticker, list. 
ing the contents contained within, and which room of the new house 
it should be unpacked in. Bright red stickers reading fragile, handle 


with care, should be placed on those cartons containing breakables, 


Draperies should be taken down and packed in cartons before the 
mover arrives. If folded carefully—with clean sheets of tissue paper 
between the folds—they will arrive at their destination in the same 
condition in which they started. Some movers provide wardrobe 
cartons for a small extra charge, and the additional expense is welk 
worth it for the protection it provides These cartons will hold 
from 12 to 20 items of clothing. 
The garments are simply trans- 
ferred—still on their hangers— 
to the rack in the sturdy corru- 
gated carton. When filled, a cov- 
er slides down in place and seals 
off the clothing from all dust and 
dirt. Kitchen utensils and pots 
and pans may be wrapped in 
clean tissue paper and packed in 
cartons with plenty of excelsior 
or shredded newspaper to keep 


them clean and unscratched, 


Preparation of major appliances: 

It is your responsibility as a 

shipper to see that mechanical 

appliances are properly serviced 

before and after a move into a new home. If they are not serviced, 
the mover cannot be held liable for any damage that may occur. 
Because of the delicate mechanisms and movable parts in most 
kitchen and laundry equipment, it warrants extra precautions, 
Radios, most TV sets, phonographs and tape recorders do not re 
quire special servicing before a move, but special care should be 
taken in packing them. Let the mover handle the refrigerator. Hell 
put pads between doors on two-door refrigerators or between the 
door and bottom panel on other models to make sure the doors re 
main in alignment. Your job is to defrost the refrigerator, and take 
out and pack all trays, shelves, crispers and pans. Some TV sets 
require that the picture tube be removed before the set can be 


moved, Many sets require special service of one kind or another.

TEACHING 
TELEPHONE 
MANNERS 


By ALFRED M. COOPER 


Most of us have had the un- 
pleasant experience of hear- 
ing a child’s voice at the 
other end when we phone a 
friend. The child herself (or 
himself) is not objectionable, 
but one may well find the en- 
suing moments confusing and 
irritating, especially when a 
parent is not at hand to take 
over the phone. 

Long-distance operators are 
trained to ask any child who 
answers, “Is there someone 
older 1 can speak to?” This 
query alone may serve to con- 
fuse or antagonize the child, 
particularly if he (or she) 
happens to be holding the in- 
strument upside down, or can 
think of a lot more interest- 
ing things to do than waking 
a sleepy parent. 

Most mothers (and I un- 


derstand all telephone com- 
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panies) dread the year or two 
when a toddler may yank a 
telephone off the table or 
quietly lay the receiver on 
the floor where nobody no- 
tices it for a few hours. This 
is a phase and none of the 
suggestions which follow are 
intended to substitute for the 
parent's patience in training 
the youngster to treat a phone 
with the respect due it. Rather 
the methods that follow are 
those which I find have 
worked well in training a 4- 
year-old in telephoning. 

1. The best way to begin is 
by letting the child listen in 
on calls you have originated, 
and participate to some ex- 
tent in a conversation with 
the party at the other end. 
This works especially well 
when that party is the child’s 
Dad (if Dad has a little time 
at the office in which to con- 
verse with his offspring). 

2. The second step is that 
of teaching the child to an- 
swer the phone correctly. 
This entails a bit of repeti- 
tive practice, and may be 
somewhat trying to some of 
your friends, but if the child 
is complimented for progress 
demonstrated, it is surprising 
how quickly he (or she) can 
“Hello,” and 


when a voice answers, say. 


learn to say, 


“This is Kathy,” and soon fol- 
low this, as a matter of 
course, with “Do you wish to 
speak to Mama?” (or Papa, 
or perhaps an older sister or 
brother). Then add, “Just a 
minute, please, I'll call him.” 

3. When you get a 4-year- 
old on the line who can fol- 
low that simple routine, you 


love it, and your opinion of 


that youngster’s parents goes 
up 100 percent. You can hear 
the instrument put down, the 
child's feet running, and if 
Mama is outside, you soon 
hear the shrill little voice, 
“Mama, the telephone!” 

You appreciate this all the 
more if you have previously 
phoned friends, only to have 
a child yell at you uninteb 
ligibly, and then either hang 
up or throw the phone down 
and go about his (or her) im 
terrupted playing, and leave 
you dangling and fuming. Be 
cause the call may be impor 
tant and you then have no 
possible way of ringing that 
number again until somebody 
happens to see the phone ly 
ing on the table. 

4. Should Mama happen to 
be taking a shower, or be 
otherwise occupied so she 
cannot answer the phone at 
once, the 4-year-old may be 
readily trained to say, “Me 
ma can’t come to the phone, 
Give me your name and she'll 
call you back.” 

5. A child of four usually 
cannot be taught to dial a 
number of several digits, but 
it is altogether feasible t 
teach him or her to dial “O”. 
In an emergency, this may be 
the most important lesson 
you have ever taught this 
child. Once the operator am 
swers, he or she can repeat 
the gist of any message you 
must get quickly to the po 
lice, the fire department, or 
for an ambulance with a doe 
tor. Telephone operators are 
trained to respect and act up 
on such emergency calls, 
They can ascertain the aé 


dress of any calling party.

In most instances, a mover will 
not accept frozen foods, stored 
in a home freezer, for shipment 
unless the freezer is operating 
at normal deep-freeze temper 
ture at the time of loading; um 
less the distance is no more than 
150 miles and the time needed 
for delivery no more than 2% 
hours; unless no storage is re 
quired and no service is needed 
en route. The appliance itself 
is moved in much the same 


manner as a refrigerator. 


Handling fragiles and valuables; 

Probably the most difficult pack 

ing task is that which involves 

dishes, china and glassware. In 
packing a barrel of such fragile and valuable items, the breakables 
are packed in three or four layers—depending on the size of the 
particular items—with dinner plates on the first tier, serving pieces 
on the second, delicate china on the third and glassware on the 
fourth. First step in the operation is to distribute shredded paper 
on the bottom of the barrel, pressing the paper down until you have 
a cushion about five inches high. Then proceed with the wrapping 
of the individual items. Dresden china and fragile stemware should 
be padded with cotton immediately around each piece, instead of 
padding with shredded paper. Plates, soup dishes and the like 
should be wrapped in bundles of five or six. First, place two of 
three sheets of newsprint on a table, then spread a layer of shredded 
paper evenly over the center of the sheets of paper to form a cust 
ion, Between each plate distribute a generous amount of shredded 
paper. When you have a packet of five or six, pull up the loom 
pieces of shredded paper around the sides of the dishes to prevent 
them from chipping. Complete the procedure by wrapping the 
bundle in newspaper. About four or five bundles should be nestled 
together on edge in a straight row across the center of the barrel 
The ends of the rows should be protected from the sides of the 
barrel with shredded paper, packed in solidly. Two or three bundle 
of dishes and possibly some small vases or sturdy glassware should 
then be placed in the barrel to fill out the bottom tier. Be sure @ 
use enough shredded paper to prevent any of the wrapped article 
from coming in contact with the sides of the barrel. Finally, covet 
the entire first tier with a two-inch layer of shredded paper, pressél 
down and level, then proceed to build up with succeeding articey 
using the same wrapping method. Dishes should be packed on edgg 
never laid flat, while tumblers and stemware should be placed in tht 
barrel with the drinking edge facing down.

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If you’re on the move 


When the top tier has been 
completed, shredded paper 
should be added evenly enough 
and generously enough to ex- 
tend above the top of the barrel. 
There should be enough shred- 
ded paper so that when the 
cover is put in place, a firm 
cushion at least one-inch thick 
will exist between the cover and 
the top of the last tier of bun- 
dies. Remember: the packing 
should be tight enough to hold 
firmly, but not so tight as to 
place stress on the individual 
articles, This is of utmost im- 
portance, because too much 
pressure will result in breakage 
when the barrel cover is placed 
in position. If the articles are 
packed too loosely, a breakage 
in handling is almost certain. 
Plenty of “fragile” stickers ap- 
propriately placed on barrels 
and cartons containing delicate 
objects will help prevent dam- 
age to your valuables. In addi- 
tion, it will caution the mover 
to exercise maximum care when 
handling the cartons. 

General information on moving: 

Whether the mover does the 
entire job—or you do part of it 
yourself—the following infor- 
mation pertains to any move. 
Movers are not required to han- 
die anything attached to the 
building unless they have the 
written consent of the owner of 
the building. For this reason, 
prior to moving day, it is wise 
to disconnect or take down such 
movable items as: window fans 
and air-conditioners, TV anten- 
nas, hi-fi speakers, cornices. 
traverse rods, etc. 

Moving experts advise that 
you personally transfer any ar- 
ticles of extraordinary value 
from your old home to the new. 
Such articles might include 
documents, money, jewelry, 
watches, deeds, securities, let 
ters and insurance policies. All 
manner of pets and plants are 


your responsibility to move. The 


moving firm will not accept 
them. Most reliable movers 
make some form of insurance 
available other than that re- 
quired by law. The shipper sim- 
ply declares a total value for 
the shipment, pays the extra 
charge (about 50 cents per $100 
valuation declared) and the 
mover’s liability is extended to 
cover the full declared value. 

Try to be at home when the 
movers arrive to load your 
household goods. If certain 
items such as luggage are not 
to be included in the shipment, 
be sure they are separated from 
articles to be moved. If possible, 
be present when the van is un- 
loaded at its destination, or have 
someone there who can sign the 
necessary papers. 

Naturally, one of the chief 
questions homemakers ask is: 
what will it cost me to move? 
The answer, of course, differs 
in each case. If your move is 
local, the final cost will be based 
on (A) man-hours required to 
load and unload your household 
furnishings; (B) distance be- 
tween old and new residence; 
(C) any packing services which 
you order, If your move is long- 
distance (one that crosses state 
lines), the cost will be deter- 
mined by (A) actual weight 
of the shipment; (B) mileage; 
(C) packing services ordered. 

A word of caution: estimates 
are just that. They are not bind- 
ing on the mover, and persons 
planning to move are warned 
against extremely low bids. 
These bids may later be expand- 
ed, resulting in a charge equal 
to, or in excess of, a higher, 
original bid. By dealing with a 
reputable dealer, however, you 
will get a dependably accurate 
idea of the ultimate cost. Ex- 
perienced estimators generally 
can estimate within 10 percent 
of the weight of the load for 
long-distance moves, and come 
just about as close in determin- 
ing the time required to load 


and unload in local moves.

this unpleasant therapeutic side 
effect. Radiation burns do heal 
and much of the associated dis- 
comfort can be relieved. 

The 
tense overexposure to X-rays are 
leukemia, damage to the reproduc- 
tive system, and death. Since X-rays 
penetrate within the body, the in- 
ner tissues and organs can be af- 
fected by them. Some parts of the 
body are able to tolerate a larger 
dose of radiation than are others. 
The organs most susceptible to X- 
rays are the blood-producing and 
reproductive organs. Excessive 
amounts of X-rays to the blood-pro- 
ducing organs can cause leukemia. 
An intolerable dose to the repro- 
ductive organs can result in ste- 
rility or can produce congenital 
abnormalities in the offspring of 
the irradiated person. A 


severe ill effects of an in- 


large 
amount of total body irradiation 
frequently results in death. Since 
X-rays are cumulative, it is the 
people who work with them every 
day (radiologists and technicians) 
who run the greatest risk of any 
severe reaction. The possibility of 
such harm to a patient as a result 
of X-rays is almost nonexistent. 
However, it to see how 
these terrifying possibilities would 
be increased, should there be no 
controls whatsoever. 

The benefits derived from X-rays 
are many. They are used in medi- 
cine as both diagnostic and thera- 
peutic aids. As a diagnostic aid, 
they are one of the most important 
contributions to modern medicine. 
Fractures, cancer, tuberculosis and

arthritis are only a few of the many 
ailments which can be detected by 
the use of X-rays. 
X-ray exposure in any diagnostic 
procedure is so minimal as to be 
considered almost negligible. 

The most important use of X-rays 
as a therapeutic measure is in the 
treatment of cancer. Some forms of 
cancer can be cured by X-ray ther- 
apy and in those forms for which 
there is as yet no cure, X-rays are 
used to inhibit the advance of the 
disease within the body. 

X-rays were first discovered only 
sixty-five years ago. Since that time, 
man has found many beneficial 
uses for these mysterious rays. The 
science of radiation physics and the 
medical specialty of radiology both 
have their basie in this discovery. 
However, as well as learning to use 
X-rays for his greater benefit, man 
has learned to respect them for the 
harm, which if uncontrolled, they 
are capable of causing.
